Lydla 
nnnfell was undoubtedly In many 
ways a good nncl noble character, but 
could she but have seen the sorrow 
and snffei'lng of the hpnrt she spurned 
she would linve heen inclined also to 
sec the blindness and rashness of Iter 
action towards him. 

Outside, the storm of wordy persecu- 
tion rose higher and stronger.

Lonely, persecuted, unsuccessful, sick 
unto death. Yet with feeble fingers he 
traced on a bit of paper, while a wan 
glud smile lighted up the pinched fr-n- 
tuics with the glory of another day, 
the language of an unqiienehed spirit 
in the little verse ; 
•' Tf on my face for Thy dear sake 

Shame and reproaches be, 
A'l l'"'l reproach, and welcome shame. 

If Thou remember mc."

I bought what clothing I needed, 
father came and got my ticket and 
also two gallons of whiskey for th-?

I was not three days nboard before 
1 wns dead drunk: drank all I brought 
with me and spent S20 besides, all for 
drink. 

In Canada. 

I had taken passage for Toronto, 
but after twelve days' sull, landed In 
Quebec, gathered my baggage to- 
gether and went to a hotel and hum- 
med around f< r a couple of weMis. 
Then I went to Montreal. Knicked 
around there drunk for a couple or 
weeks longer, and then started for 
Toronto, where I bad relatives living. 
1 called on one of them, a License In- 
spfttor at the time, and for many 
years after, produced my letter of In- 
troduction to him whleh he read and 
received me very kindly. He d'd not 
know I was such a drunken bum. or 
he would not have had anything to do 
with me. He brought m? through Ih- 
citv and Introduced mc to several r' - 
lat'lves and friends, took mc to his 
home and introduced me to his family, 
where I remained for a week or ten 
days. He often tried to see If I was 
addicted to drink or not, but I always 
refused because I knew he was testing 
me. 

He asked me what kind of a situation 
l preferred as he could pneuve me such 
as I was nhle to fill. H" tried me In 
figures and wilting, nnd on aceuunt of 



frenzy of agony In prayer, but rather 
by quieting himself and talking plainly 
to God above It, and then harkenlng 
diligently to what God says In HW 
word and by His Spirit. Then peace 
and power will soon return, and need 
never be lost any more. Hallelujah ! 
Most people give their bodies abut 

Ten Hours a Day 

in eating, and drinking, and dressing, 
and sleeping, and maybe a few minutes 
to their souls. We ought to give at 
least one solid hour every day to 
restful, loving tlevotion with Jesus over 
nur open Bible, for the refreshing, de«- 
veloplng and strengthening ot our 
spiritual life. If we would tic this, 
God would have " an opportunity to 
teach, correet.

T did not go near my uncle any more 
at that time, but hegan drinking whole- 
sale, getting arrested for being drunk 
and paid fine after fine. 

Then I left and went to Tine Grove 
with 40 or 50 other men to build a mill 
race. I started to work, but my hands 
became all blistered and raw, so I had 
to quit. I was hoarding at a hotel and 
stayed there two or thre? days after 
spending what little money I had. 

I met a harness-maker who said, 
"How would you like funning 7" 

I said, "I never worked on a farm 
or worked as a iahorer till I struck 
this country." 

"My father wants a man to help 
him with the harvest, or perhaps he 
might hire you altogether," He went 
to see his father that night and we 
struck a bargain for five months at 
510 a month. 

I was not long in finding out the 
place would not snlt me; working 
from early morning till 8 or 9 at night. 
After work I would go to the village 
and get blind drunk and bring a 
quart bottle home with me, to do until 
the next night. I P"t In about six 
weeks with him, got into a fight with 
his son ahout working sueh Innp hours-', 
so I made up my mind to get away 
from there in some way. I took a hol- 
iday, got drunk and did not come back 
for a week. Then I told him I hud a 
letter from my uncle In Toronto re- 
questing me to come there, as he had 
got me a situation ; but he would not 
listen to it at all or give me any money 
till my time was up. I threatened to 
go and see a lawyer, and when he saw 
I wns bound to have It, he nfTetcd me 
S10 for the time I hnd worked. I took 
(t nnd started for Toronto, and spent 
It In drink when I reached thert. 

I started to work at different k'nds 
of employment, but everything I made 
went for drink. I worked In Toronto 
about four years, and during that time 
-pent about TWELVE MONTHS IN 
JAIL. Sometimes I was sent tor 30 
days, sometimes CO, and three menths 
at a time. 

Then I took n notion to railroading 
and worked on the Toronto, Gray and 
Bruce, stayed till It was competed 
but spent every cent In drink. I 
worked on tho Midland R. R. and other 
railways, but all my earnings went 
for drink.

Hamilton Anniversary. 



Judging from the loud "Amens" and 
"•Hallelujahs, 1 : the singing of "Roll the 
old chariot along," and the mention 
of Capt. Freer's name at the Army 
Citadel yesterday afternoon, at the 
Anniversary services, one might al- 
most imagine himself In Larkln Hail, 
in October, 1882, when the Army opened 
Are In this city. The service took. the 
form of a "war memories" meeting, 
and a goodly nuniber of the first mem- 
bers of the early days spoke and made 
reference to Capt. Freer and wife, who 
opened the work here. The first news- 
paper report printed by the Times, 
ubout n column In length, on Monday, 
October 16th, 1882, was read by one 
of the bandsmen and addsd mueh to 
the Interest of the meeting.— Hamilton 
Times. 

The Herald of the same date (Oct. 
24th) had the following editorial In Its 
pages : 

The Salvation Army. 

Our friends, the Salvationists, have 
been celebrating the sixteenth anni- 
versary of the beginning of their work 
In Hamilton. These sixteen years 
have been years of hard uphill work 
for the Salvationists— years not only 
of much' toll and hardship, but of 
many and great discouragements. The 
Army workers have done a vast 
amount of good without getting the 
eredlt of It. Meay women and men 
have, through their instrumentality, 
been rescued from lives of shame and 
degradation and transformed into 
good eltlzens and good Chrlsalns— only 
to leave the Army and be drafted Into 
the ranks of church membership when, 
they tired of Army methods. It Is tt 
work of great self-sacrifice In which 
the Salvation Army Is engaged. The 
Army people are recruiting officers for 
the churehes— and as often as not thoy 
have to endure the scorn and criticism 
and Ingratitude of the churches as 
well as the hostility of the devil's ac- 
tive forees. But they cheerfully accept 
the conditions and go on with therr 
work, building but entering not in, 
sowing seed In order that others may 
reap the harvest, doing the dangerous 
and unpleasant duty as the advance 
guard of the church militant. They 
are brave soldiers of the Cross, are the 
Salvationists. We may smile at their 
methods, and sometimes regret their 
extravagance ; but If real apostolic 
zeal and self-sacrifice and faith are 
alive In the chureh to-day, they are 
manifested In the dally lives and work 
of many who follow the Army colors.
